For  the  Year  1935. 


I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Riding 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935. 

In  doing  so  I  would  like  to  refer  to  the  late  County  Medical 
Officer  who  died  in  April  of  the  present  year. 

Dr.  Mason  was  associated  with  the  administrative  side  of  the 
Public  Health  Services  of  this  County  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
His  years  of  service  covered  a  period  of  great  development  in  the  County 
Council  Medical  Services.  Prior  to  his  appointment  the  medical  services 
provided  by  the  County  Council  were  much  less  than  at  present,  no  full 
time  medical  officer  then  being  employed.  With  the  passing  of  the  various 
Acts  of  Parliament  the  scope  of  the  County  Medical  Services  has  widened 
enormously ;  Dr.  Mason  was  largely  responsible  for  the  creation  of  the 
necessary  administrative  machine  for  carrying  out  these  services. 

The  report  submitted,  which  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  memorandum  on  the  subject,  was  nearing  completion 
by  Dr.  Mason.  It  has  only  been  necessary  for  me  to  refer  to  a  few 
minor  items.

The  live  births  registered  in  and  belonging  to  the  Riding  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1935,  totalled  5,128,  as  compared  with  5,091  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an 
increase  of  37. 

Included  in  the  total  figure  there  were  275  illegitimate  births  as  compared  with  260 
in  1934.

275  illegitimate  live  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  or  15  more  than  in  the 
previous  year— in  the  Urban  Districts  there  were  160  or  24  more  than  in  1934,  and  115  in 
the  Rural  Districts  or  9  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

On  the  basis  of  1,000  population  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  was  *83  as  against  '78  in 
1934,  calculating  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  the  rate  was  53-6  as  compared  with  5T0  in  the 
previous  year. 

Stillbirths. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  246  (males  122,  females  124),  or  23  less  than 
in  1934 — the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  therefore  48*0.

The  number  of  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  during  1935  totalled  354,  or  89  more  than 
in  1934. 


The  mortality  rate  which  is  reckoned  on  the  number  of  live  births  registered  was  69-0, 
as  against  52-0  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  57'0.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

There  were  no  changes  in  respect  to  the  arrangements  for  laboratory  work.  The 
British  Red  Cross  Society  in  association  with  the  Joint  Council  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem  maintained  the  ambulance  services  as  in  previous  years. 

No  new  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres  were  opened  during  the  year. 

Administration  of  the  Institutional  Medical  Services  transferred  from  late  Boards  of  Guardians 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  accommodation  available  for  the  institutional  treatment 
of  the  sick  poor. 

There  still  remain  38  male  certified  defectives  in  the  Scarborough  Poor  Law  Institution, 
the  extensions  at  the  Claypenny  Colony,  Easingwold,  referred  to  in  another  part  of  this  report 
will,  when  completed,  provide  accommodation  for  these. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  home  nursing  of  sick  persons  is  undertaken  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 
In  1934  the  North  Riding  Nursing  Association  was  re-organised  and  constituted  the  North 
Riding  County  Nursing  Association  ;  with  one  or  two  exceptions  the  local  associations  are 
affiliated. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  County  is  covered  by  these  associations,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  activities  of  the  County  Association  will  result  in  adequate  nursing  services  becoming 
available  for  the  entire  County. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  77  local  Nursing  Associations  receiving  financial 
assistance  in  return  for  midwifery  and  health  visiting  services  ;  a  number  of  these  also 
received  grants  in  return  for  services  rendered  to  destitute  and  elderly  poor  persons. 

3  new  Associations  were  established  during  the  year.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  throughout  the 
Riding,  excepting  the  Municipal  Boroughs  of  Scarborough,  Thornaby  and  Richmond,  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Whitby. 

The  population  of  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Area  according  to  the 
Registrar-General’s  mid-year  estimates  is  251,946,  and  the  total  number  of  live  births  registered 
during  the  year  in  that  Area  was  3,886. 

The  report  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer  for  the  year  1935  is  as 
follows  : — 

“  No  change  was  made  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  during  the  year 
1935.  The  steady  progress  of  the  past  few  years  has  been  maintained.  This  is  especially 
noted  by  the  attendance  of  expectant  mothers  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  Cleveland  Area. 

There  are  5  Ante-Natal  Clinics  functioning,  at  Loftus,  Brotton,  Guisborough,  Redcar 
and  South  Bank — these  continue  to  be  held  twice  monthly.  The  total  attendance  at  the 
Clinics  was  878,  as  compared  with  819  during  1934.  The  total  number  of  mothers  attending 
was  367,  showing  an  increase  of  19  over  the  previous  year.  An  extension  of  clinic  facilities 
is  definitely  required  at  Grangetown,  Dormanstown  and  Marske-by-Sea,  as  the  majority  of 
expectant  mothers  in  these  areas  find  the  distance  to  travel  to  the  nearest  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
too  far  for  them.  The  practising  midwives  continue  to  attend  with  their  cases  at  the  Clinics. 
Although  there  is  still  a  great  deal  of  unemployment  in  the  industrial  areas  the  average 
nutrition  of  the  mothers  is  good.  In  several  cases  an  accouchement  outfit  was  supplied  by 
the  County  Council  to  necessitous  mothers  and  greatly  appreciated  by  them. 

There  are  31  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area  receiving  grants  from  the  County 
Council.  They  are  all  well  attended.  In  addition  there  are  centres  at  Richmond,  Thornaby- 
on-Tees  and  Whitby.  Local  medical  practitioners  and  voluntary  workers  conduct  the  centres 
except  in  the  case  of  South  Bank  and  Normanby  where  I  have  acted  as  Medical  Officer.  At 
these  centres  I  have  been  assisted  by  voluntary  workers  and  Health  Visitors.  I  visited  the 
Centres  at  Yarm-on-Tees,  Lingdale,  Redcar  and  Guisborough,  to  talk  to  the  mothers  on 
health  topics.  A  new  Infant  Weighing  Machine  was  provided  for  Brotton  Welfare  Centre. 

The  work  of  the  whole-time  Health  Visitors  is  very  satisfactory.  Nurse  Campbell 
retired  in  June  from  her  position  as  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  ;  her  place  was  taken 
by  Nurse  Lloyd  who  was  attached  previously  to  the  Dental  Staff.  Nurse  Campbell  was 
keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  her  district :  she  continues  to  show  this  interest  by  acting 
as  a  voluntary  worker  at  South  Bank  Welfare  Centre. 

During  the  year  I  continued  my  duties  as  Inspector  of  Midwives  and  of  Nursing  Homes 
throughout  the  whole  area. 

193  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  ;  this  number  is  made  up  of  midwives 
attached  to  a  District  Nursing  Association,  midwives  attached  to  an  Institution  and  independent 
midwives.  To  these  midwives  I  paid  559  visits.  The  work  of  the  midwives,  on  the  whole, 
is  satisfactory.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Ante-Natal  work  done  by  the  midwives. 
In  the  case  of  some  of  the  older  ones  this  could  be  markedly  improved.  In  several  cases  it 
has  been  necessary  to  administer  a  warning  as  to  the  prompt  notification  by  a  midwife  of  her 
liability  to  be  a  source  of  infection  and  prompt  forwarding  of  copies  of  “  the  calling  in  of 
medical  aid  ”  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  in  which  medical  aid  has  been  sought,  but,  in  no  case  did  I  find  that  it  had  been 
unnecessary.  According  to  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  a  midwife  is  bound  to 
seek  medical  aid  should  certain  emergencies  arise  during  pregnancy,  the  confinement  and  the 
lying-in-period.  To  a  large  extent,  I  think,  this  increase  in  medical  aids  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  great  publicity  given  lately  to  the  question  of  maternal  mortality  gives  the  young 
mother  the  idea  that  pregnancy  is  no  longer  a  natural  process.  The  mother  develops  a  dread 
of  her  confinement,  she  becomes  nervous,  which  is  detrimental  to  her  general  health  ;  at  her 
confinement  she  is  impatient  and  difficult  to  manage. 

I  investigated  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Stillbirth 
occurring  in  a  midwife’s  practice  ;  enquiries  being  made  as  to  the  cause  of  the  condition  and 
advice  given  as  to  the  prevention  of  further  cases.  In  the  case  of  a  stillbirth  the  findings  are 
unsatisfactory.  I  feel  that  only  after  careful  medical  examination  of  both  parents  and  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  of  the  baby  could  any  factor  be  definitely  said  to  be  the  cause  of  the 
stillbirth,  and,  even  then  there  would  still  be  room  for  doubt. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  23  Registered  Nursing  Homes  in  the  area. 
In  3  cases  registration  was  cancelled  at  the  owner’s  request,  and  2  new  Homes  were  registered. 
I  paid  65  visits  of  inspection  to  these  Nursing  Homes.  It  was  necessary  in  some  cases  to 
remind  the  owner  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  at  once  of  all  deaths  occurring  in  the  Nursing 
Home.” 

Notification  of  Births. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  births  notified  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  was  3,705. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  each  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  is  supplied  with  a  list 
of  the  births  notified,  and  requested  to  inform  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  those  births 
registered  but  not  notified  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act,  1907  and  1915. 
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Each  unnotified  birth  is  followed  up,  the  name  of  the  doctor  or  midwife  in  attendance 
is  obtained,  and  a  letter  is  sent  asking  the  reason  for  the  non-notification. 

The  Acts  impose  the  obligation  to  notify  upon  the  father  if  he  is  residing  in  the  house 
at  the  time  of  the  birth,  or  upon  any  person  in  attendance  at  the  time  or  called  in  within  six 
hours  of  the  birth. 

The  requirements  of  the  Acts  are  generally  complied  with,  the  non-notification  of 
births  is  in  respect  of  a  relatively  small  number,  the  reason  for  the  omission  is  usually  one  of 
misunderstanding,  and  that  the  required  notice  would  be  sent  by  some  other  person.

The  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  midwives  practising  outside  the  Borough  of  Scar¬ 
borough  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  Dr.  Dow,  the  Inspector  of  Midwives. 
During  the  year  559  visits  of  inspection  were  made. 

Within  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  undertakes  the 
work  of  the  inspection. 

The  County  Council  do  not  provide  midwives  either  whole-time  or  part-time  in  any 
part  of  the  Riding. 

The  Council  "does,  however,  make  a  grant  of  .£25  each  year  to  the  District  Nursing 
Associations  employing  a  State  Certificated  Midwife,  and  in  addition  assist  towards  the  cost 
of  a  nurse  to  maintain  the  services  of  the  Association  when  the  regular  nurse  is  debarred  by 
reason  of  her  attendance  on  a  case  which  makes  her  a  liability  to  be  a  source  of  infection. 

There  was  some  misunderstanding  regarding  the  actual  meaning  of  Rule  28  (a) 
(Section  E)  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  which  reads  as  follows  : — 

“  A  midwife  shall  not  lay  out  a  dead  body  except  in  the  case  of  a  patient  upon 
whom  she  has  been  in  attendance  at  the  time  of  death  in  the  capacity  of  midwife 
or  nurse.” 

When  the  revision  of  the  Rules  was  under  consideration  it  was  suggested  that  the  last 
line  of  the  Rule  should  read  as  follows 

“  A  midwife  shall  not  lay  out  a  dead  body  except  in  the  case  of  a  patient  upon 
whom  she  has  been  in  attendance  at  the  time  of  death  in  the  capacity  of  midwife 
or  maternity  nurse.” 

which  debarred  the  midwife  from  laying  out  a  dead  body  other  than  she  had  been  in  attendance 
upon  as  a  midwife  or  as  a  maternity  nurse.  The  omission  of  the  word  “  maternity  ”  allows 
the  midwife  to  lay  out  a  body  she  has  attended  as  a  midwife  or  as  a  general  nurse,  but  in  no 
other  instance. 

Midwifery. 

1,611  of  the  4,061  births  registered  were  attended  by  midwives,  or  39-7%  of  the  total. 

In  addition,  the  midwife  acting  as  a  maternity  nurse  was  in  attendance  at  1,131 
confinements  :  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  was  1,074. 

The  number  of  women  who  are  availing  themselves  of  the  services  of  a  midwife  taken 
over  a  period  of  years  is  showing  a  gradual  increase. 

In  certain  districts  of  the  Riding  Medical  Practitioners  have  used  every  endeavour  to 
encourage  the  work  of  the  District  Nursing  Associations,  in  many  districts  the  services  of  a 
midwife  are  available  for  the  parturient  woman,  there  is  no  excuse  for  the  necessary  attendance 
to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  handywoman. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  have  resolved  that  the  cases  for  which  they  are 
responsible  the  services  of  a  midwife  are  to  be  available — the  majority  of  medical  practitioners 
are  becoming  more  insistent  that  a  midwife  shall  undertake  the  work,  and  that  the  handy¬ 
woman  is  not  needed.

The  number  of  occasions  the  midwives  had  to  summon  medical  assistance  was  742, 
the  number  in  the  previous  year  was  696. 

Liability  to  be  a  source  of  Infection. 

65  notifications  were  received  from  midwives,  the  majority  being  in  respect  of  attendance 
on  patients  suffering  from  rise  of  temperature,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

Compensation  to  Midwives. 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year  from  midwives  in  respect  of  financial 
loss  sustained  through  suspension  from  duty  owing  to  contact  with  patients  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases. 


Training  of  Midwives. 

No  applications  for  grants  in  aid  of  training  were  received  during  the  year. 

Doctors  Fees. 

The  fees  payable  to  doctors  called  in  by  midwives  in  an  emergency  as  stated  in  the 
Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  totalled  / 1,364  9s.  6d.,  the  sum  paid  during  1934  was 
£1,202  14s.  lid. 

The  County  Council  recover  from  the  patients  the  whole  amount  or  such  proportion 
of  it  as  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient  justify.  An  amount  of  £294  18s.  6d.  was 
repayable  by  patients  in  1935. 

No  repayment  is  required  for  the  fees  paid  to  doctors  when  called  in  by  a  midwife 
in  case  of  inflammation  of  or  discharge  from  the  eyes  of  infants. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

The  deaths  in  the  Riding  in  1935  attributable  to  puerperal  sepsis  was  15,  and  26  were 
assigned  to  other  diseases  or  accidents  of  pregnancy,  a  total  of  41. 

The  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  was  7-63,  the  rate  due  to  puerperal  sepsis 
was  2-79,  and  that  due  to  other  causes  and  accidents  of  pregnancy  4-84. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  4T0  ;  in  respect  of  puerperal  sepsis  1-68,  and 
for  other  causes  and  accidents  of  pregnancy  2-42. 


On  page  43  rates  for  the  several  areas  are  given,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  the 
numbers  upon  which  the  rates  are  based  are  small.

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Ante-Natal  Care  and  Supervision. 

The  County  Council  has  established  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  several  Centres  in  the 
Cleveland  Area,  viz.,  Brotton,  Guisborough,  Loftus,  Redcar,  South  Bank,  the  total  attendances 
were  878,  and  experience  indicates  that  additional  sessions  ought  to  be  arranged  and  new 
clinics  provided.  Dental  treatment  is  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  at  the 
Ante-Natal  and  Welfare  Centres — at  the  larger  Centres  monthly  visits  are  made  by  the  Dentist, 
in  the  rural  and  sparsely  populated  districts  quarterly  visits  are  arranged. 

During  the  year  the  question  of  the  ante-natal  supervision  of  uninsured  mothers  out 
of  reach  of  an  established  centre  was  considered  :  the  Minister  of  Health  recommended  that 
in  place  of  3  ante-natal  examinations  a  post-natal  one  should  be  substituted  for  one  ante-natal. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  a  scheme  will  become  operative. 

There  is  also  needed  more  facilities  for  Infant  Welfare  consultations  in  the  Cleveland 

area. 

The  five  clinics  functioned  during  the  year — the  following  table  gives  the  number  of 
attendances  at  the  clinics.

Altogether  53  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified.  18  patients 
were  removed  to  hospitals,  5  privately  and  13  at  the  instance  of  the  County  Council.  The 
cost  of  the  treatment  of  those  patients  admitted  by  the  County  Council  was  £179  8s.  6d. 
and  the  amount  recoverable  in  accordance  with  the  Scale  of  Repayment  £21  8s.  6d.  In  6 
cases  the  services  of  a  Consultant  Obstetrician  were  obtained,  1  privately  and  5  at  the  instance 
of  the  County  Council.  In  1  case  provision  was  made  by  the  Whitby  Urban  District  Council 
for  the  attendance  of  a  trained  nurse.

Health  Visiting. 

Of  the  5,128  births  registered  in  the  Riding  2,670  were  notified  from  areas  served  by 
the  County  Health  Visitors.

Institutional  Treatment  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defectives. 

Claypenny  Colony  which  was  opened  in  September,  1934,  provides  accommodation  for 
90  patients.  Owing  to  the  urgent  need  for  further  accommodation  it  has  been  decided  to 
extend  the  Colony  by  the  addition  of  three  pavilions.  The  Colony  when  the  extensions  are 
completed  will  accommodate  270.  . 
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Water  Supplies. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  reveal  a  shortage,  in  some  cases  acute  in 
some  of  the  villages  during  last  Summer.  Much  progress  has  been  made  in  recent  years  in 
the  provision  of  an  adequate  supply  in  the  rural  areas,  the  difficulty  of  course  is  a  financial 
one.  In  1934  the  County  Council  promised  grants  equivalent  to  those  given  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  certain  local  authorities,  and  further  grants  were  made  during  the  year  under  review.

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

The  Accredited  Milk  Producers  Scheme  introduced  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board 
came  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1935. 

Briefly,  the  Scheme  provides  for  a  monetary  bonus  per  gallon  of  milk  produced  of  the 
standard  “  Grade  A  ”  of  the  above  Order  :  it  is  not  a  condition  that  the  milk  so  produced 
is  to  be  labelled  or  sold  as  “  Grade  A,”  it  is  to  be  retailed  as  “  ordinary  milk.” 

To  qualify  for  the  bonus  the  dairyman  had  to  register  with  the  Milk  Marketing  Board 
and  be  in  possession  of  a  licence  to  produce  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  granted  by  the  County  Council. 

The  conditions  to  which  the  milk  must  comply  are  laid  down  in  the  Order,  and  Section 
6  (3)  of  the  Order  says  that  “  subject  to  the  provision  of  this  Order,  the  licensing  authority 
(viz.,  the  County  Council)  shall  require  every  applicant  to  satisfy  them  that  his  arrangements 
for  the  production,  storage,  treatment  and  distribution  of  the  milk  are  such  as  comply  with 
the  conditions  upon  which  the  licence  may  be  granted.” 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  County  Council  have  responsibilities  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  under  which  they  are  empowered  to  issue  licences  to 
produce  “  Grade  A  ”  milk. 

The  Public  Health  Committee,  to  whom  were  assigned  the  administration  of  certain 
duties  included  in  the  Order  imposed  upon  the  County  Council,  carefully  considered  the 
responsibilities  imposed  upon  them  by  Section  6  (3)  previously  mentioned,  and  formulated  a 
standard  of  structural  requirements  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  :  those  conditions  have  not  been 
strictly  adhered  to  in  every  instance,  but  every  application  was  considered  entirely  on  its  merits. 

On  account  of  the  absence  of  a  standard  applicable  throughout  the  Country,  it  would 
appear  that  there  are  certain  Authorities  who  have  no  prescribed  standard,  and  on  this  account 
the  County  Council  have  been  severely  criticised  on  the  ground  that  their  standard  is  more 
severe  than  that  imposed  by  other  Authorities. 
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After  all,  it  is  recognised  by  everyone  that  care  is  necessary  in  the  production  and 
handling  of  milk,  and  the  Section  of  the  Order  quoted  also  requires  the  Licensing  Authority 
to  pay  special  regard  to  the  production,  treatment,  storage,  and  distribution  of  the  milk  supply. 

Complaints  have  been  made  either  direct  or  through  the  medium  of  the  Press  that  the 
Council’s  requirements  are  too  exacting,  but  it  has  to  be  recognised  that  they  are  only  those 
envisaged  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

In  the  memorandum  prepared  by  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  the  County  Councils 
Association  it  was  stated  that  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  in  regard  to  the  lack  of  uniformity 
in  the  requirements  to  be  fulfilled  before  a  licence  to  produce  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  was  granted  ; 
further,  where  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  had  been  observed, 
practically  no  structural  alterations  would  be  needed  prior  to  the  issue  of  a  Producer’s  licence  : 
dissatisfaction  can  only  be  expected  in  the  absence  of  a  common  standard,  but  no  structural 
alteration  is  needed  to  those  premises  which  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order,  1926. 

As  far  back  as  1924  when  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  became  operative, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  suggested  that  in  respect  of  an  application  to  produce  “  Grade  A  ” 
milk  the  County  Council  should  arrange  for  an  inspection  of  the  premises.  With  the  advent 
of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  Scheme  a  number  of  applications  for  producers  licences  was 
received,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  preliminary  inspection  of  the  premises  as  the 
forerunner  of  the  issue  of  a  licence. 

The  inspections  were  made  by  members  of  four  departments  of  the  County  Council, 
i.e.  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  County  Architect,  the  County  Land  Steward,  and  the 
Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  and  his  Assistants  ;  these  reports  were  considered  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  before  any  recommendation  was  made.  All  this  took  much  time  and  labour. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  preliminary  inquiry  connotes  more  than  indicating  in  what 
respect  the  buildings  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  Committee’s  requirements  ;  the  officer 
should  be  qualified  to  suggest  the  necessary  alterations  and  improvements  which  at  the  least 
expense  to  the  dairyman  would  bring  the  premises  up  to  the  required  standard. 

I  must  acknowledge  the  excellent  way  in  which  the  inspections  were  made  and  the 
completeness  of  the  reports  submitted,  but  many  if  not  all  the  difficulties  met  could  have  been 
obviated  if  there  had  been  an  officer  on  the  staff  (a  Sanitary  Inspector)  with  a  practical  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  subject,  and  who  would  have  been  of  great  help  to  every  applicant. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  8  licences  to  produce  and  bottle  “  Grade  A  ”  milk 
and  46  licences  to  produce  “  Grade  A  ”  milk. 

“  Certified  ”  milk  and  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)  ”  milk  is  sold  under  licence 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  ;  at  the  end  of  the  year  10  licences  to  retail  “  Certified  ”  milk, 
and  6  licences  to  produce  and  bottle  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)  ”  milk  were  operative 
in  the  North  Riding. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

13  reports  were  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  stating  that  milk  alleged  to  have 
been  produced  in  the  Riding  contained  the  tubercle  bacillus  :  the  complaints  were  from  the 
following  districts  : — Guisborough  U.D.,  Scarborough  Borough,  Easingwold  R.D.,  Flaxton 
R.D.,  Stokesley  R.D. 

The  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  was  informed  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
examination  of  the  dairy  cattle  at  the  farms  ;  special  inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  removal  of 
any  animal  since  the  date  the  sample  of  milk  was  taken  for  examination.  Samples  of  milk 
were  taken  from  individual  animals  with  suspicious  signs,  and  group  and  bulk  samples  from 
the  remainder  of  the  herd. 

Altogether  445  dairy  cattle  were  so  examined  and  40  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  and  biological  examination,  7  showed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacillus, 
and  the  affected  animals  were  slaughtered. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

Under  Part  IV  of  the  Order  which  imposes  upon  the  County  Council  the  duty  of 
making  arrangements  for  the  veterinary  inspection  of  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  cattle 
and  dairy  premises,  of  the  5,783  premises  registered  by  the  Local  Authority  4,969  were^visited, 
and  the  following  table  sets  out  the  results  :  figures  for  the  previous  4  years  are  also  given.

Supply  of  Milk  to  School  Children. 

During  the  year  1,681,525  milk  meals,  each  of  one-third  pint,  costing  Ad.,  were  con¬ 
sumed  at  the  schools.  The  number  of  children  participating  in  the  Scheme  was  10,600. 

The  milk  which  was  supplied  free  in  necessitous  cases  was  delivered  to  the  schools 
on  the  days  only  when  they  were  open,  namely  5  days  per  week  during  approximately  40 
weeks  in  the  year. 

The  Medical  Officers  in  their  reports  to  the  Education  Committee  refer  to  the  beneficial 
effect  of  the  daily  milk  meal,  it  would  certainly  be  an  additional  advantage  were  the  milk 
supplied  during  the  holidays,  and  also  to  children  below  school  age,  but  the  difficulties  in 
doing  so  would  be  great  as  it  will  be  appreciated  that  much  labour  is  involved  in  carrying  out 
the  arrangements,  work  the  Teachers  have  willingly  undertaken. 

Every  care  was  taken  to  ensure  a  wholesome  supply,  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  communicated  with  regarding  the  proposed  source  of  supply,  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector 
is  asked  for  reports  on  the  inspection  of  the  dairy  cattle,  and  samples  of  milk  for  examination 
are  taken  whenever  necessary. 

In  the  future  it  is  contemplated  that  milk  of  the  standard  “  Grade  A  ”  will  be  available 
in  many  districts. 

A  scheme  to  embrace  the  whole  of  the  school  population  is  not  feasible — in  the  North 
Riding  there  are  many  schools  with  a  small  number  of  children  in  attendance  which  makes  it 
uneconomical  for  a  supply  to  be  available,  e.%.  the  cost  of  the  bottles,  etc.,  further,  many  rural 
school  children  do  not  appear  to  have  a  liking  for  fresh  milk.  They  seem  to  have,  if  at  all, 
a  preference  for  a  dried  or  proprietory  milk. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  have  promised  grants  under  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Acts  in  respect  of  the  re-conditioning  and  improvement  of  40  cottages. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  sampling  and  examination  comprise  articles  obtained  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929,  Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regu¬ 
lations,  1923-1927,  Public  Health  (Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923-1927,  and  the  Public  Health 
(Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-1927.

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Dr.  Thomson,  the  Senior  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  reports  : — 

“  The  year  1935  was  fortunate  in  that  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  still  remained 
low.  There  were  150  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  against  151  in  1934. 

The  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  44  in  1935  against  57  in  1934. 

There  has  been  a  distinct  fall  in  the  death-rate  from  non-pulmonary  disease.  As  non- 
pulmonary  disease  affects  the  children  mostly,  this  is  particularly  gratifying. 

I  feel  that  the  fall  is  due  to  the  good  work  of  Kirbymoorside  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for 
children,  where  our  bone  cases  are  treated,  and  to  Morris  Grange  Children’s  Sanatorium, 
where  abdominal  and  glandular  cases  are  received. 

The  provision  of  milk  at  school,,  and  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Officers  and 
Dental  Surgeons  must  have  played  a  large  part  in  this  fall  in  the  mortality. 

The  children  are  well  cared  for. 

Among  the  adult  males,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  disease  is  lessening  and  that 
we  appear  to  be  more  successful  in  combating  the  conditions  which  favour  this  disease. 

Among  adult  women,  however,  the  disease  so  far  does  not  diminish,  but  I  am  sure 
that  the  lessening  tendency  seen  in  the  children  and  in  the  adult  males  will  soon  also  affect 
the  problem  as  it  pertains  to  the  women. 

'The  adult  males  have  been  treated  at  the  dispensaries  and  where  necessary  sent  to 
Wensleydale  Sanatorium,  Aysgarth,  and  to  Fairfield  Sanatorium,  York.  The  work  done  and 
results  have  been  gratifying. 

The  women  have  been  treated  at  the  dispensaries  and  at  Mowbray  Grange  Sanatorium, 
Bedale.  The  results  of  our  efforts  have  been  most  encouraging  at  Mowbray  Grange. 

The  children  continue  to  be  treated  at  Kirbymoorside  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  at 
Morris  Grange  Children’s  Sanatorium. 

Surgical  tuberculosis  in  adults  has  been  treated  at  the  Municipal  Hospital,  Middles¬ 
brough,  and  at  the  County  Hospital,  York,  at  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Darlington,  and  at  the 
Rutson  Hospital,  Northallerton. 

X-Ray  Examinations. 

We  have,  during  1935,  greatly  extended  our  examinations  by  this  means  in  Cleveland, 
in  Scarborough  and  in  the  County  generally.  I  am  sure  that  we  are  more  capable  of  finding 
early  cases  in  this  way. 

The  impression  generally  of  1935,  was  that  disease  in  adult  males  and  children  was 
less  acute,  also  that  bone  disease  generally  was  less  severe,  while  lupus  of  the  skin  was 
diminishing.  We  still  require  to  concentrate  on  work  among  the  women,  but  there  too,  I 
am  sure,  the  disease  will  soon  yield  to  our  efforts. 

The  co-ordination  of  our  work  with  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  with  general  Prac¬ 
titioners  and  the  School  Doctors,  I  am  sure,  is  more  intimate  and  helpful  as  time  passes. 

The  unit  of  observation  in  this  disease  must  be  the  whole  family  and  we  find,  as  time 
passes,  that  we  keep  more  and  more  in  touch  with  those  whom  we  can  help.”

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Sanatorium  Treatment. 

Mowbray  Grange.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Mowbray  Grange  Sanatorium  which 
became  available  in  September,  1934,  adult  patients  requiring  sanatorium  treatment  for 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were  accommodated  at  Wensleydale  Sanatorium,  Aysgarth,  and 
Fairfield  Sanatorium,  York.  The  new  sanatorium  which  has  30  beds  provides  accommodation 
for  adult  female  patients. 

Treatment  at  the  sanatorium  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Clinical 
Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  results  of  the  first  year’s  working  are  most  encouraging. 

The  18  beds  reserved  at  the  Wensleydale  Sanatorium,  Aysgarth,  were  fully  occupied, 
during  the  year. 

Altogether  170  patients  were  provided  with  sanatorium  treatment — the  number  in 
1934  was  163. 

The  average  period  of  stay  was  17  weeks  5  days. 

4  patients  died  in  Institutions. 

A  small  number  of  patients  are  unwilling  to  undergo  the  treatment  for  the  period 
recommended — they  take  their  discharge  and  are  not  willing  to  act  on  the  advice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  to  remain  :  in  one  or  two  instances  patients  have  departed  without  the  slightest 
warning.

Cost. 

During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1936,  the  total  cost  of  maintaining  patients 
in  sanatoria  was  .£13,213. 

Towards  that  outlay  the  contributions  received  during  the  year  from  patients  was 
£310  11s.  8d.,  as  against  £462  9s.  8d.  in  1934. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

Patients  in  need  of  active  treatment  are  referred  to  the  family  medical  attendant  and 
attend  at  intervals  the  Dispensaries  for  supervision  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers — where  it  is 
not  convenient  to  attend  a  dispensary  the  patients  are  visited  in  consultation  with  the  family 

practitioners. 


Laboratory  Examination  of  Specimens  of  Sputa. 


Specimens  of  sputa  are  examined  at  the  North  Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and 
Public  Health,  Scarborough  ;  altogether  598  specimens  were  forwarded,  the  number  proving 
positive  was  137.  The  number  examined  in  1934  was  376.

Treatment  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Adults. 

Patients  were  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals  : — 

At  the  Rutson  Hospital,  Northallerton,  7  patients  (5  males  and  2  females)  were  admitted. 
Six  were  discharged  during  the  year.  The  average  duration  of  treatment  was  21  weeks  2  days, 
as  against  14  weeks  5  days  in  1934.  (1  patient  died). 

At  the  York  County  Hospital  1  patient  received  treatment  and  died  at  the  hospital  after 
a  period  of  8  weeks  5  days  treatment. 

3  patients  received  treatment  at  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Darlington,  and  2  were  discharged 
after  a  period  of  treatment  of  4  weeks  1  day. 

17  patients  received  treatment  at  the  Municipal  Hospital,  Middlesbrough,  and  13  were 
discharged  after  a  period  of  treatment  of  16  weeks  3  days. 

Altogether  28  patients  were  treated,  23  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year,  the 
average  duration  of  stay  being  16  weeks  1  day  :  the  figures  for  1934  were  26  and  16  weeks 
respectively.

Hospital  Treatment. 

During  the  year  37  children  were  treated  at  the  Yorkshire  Children’s  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Kirbymoorside — 22  were  discharged  during  the  year.  The  average  duration  of  stay 
in  the  hospital  being  90  weeks  3  days,  as  compared  with  42  weeks  4  days  in  1934,  when  11 
children  were  discharged. 

After-care  supervision  of  the  patients  was  maintained  at  the  Clinics  above  mentioned  : 
in  a  few  cases  the  children  whose  homes  were  at  a  distance  were  visited  at  their  homes. 


Shelters. 

In  addition  to  shelters  provided  by  Local  Sanitary  Authorities,  there  are  16  the  property 
of  the  County  Council  ;  all  were  in  use  during  the  year  and  loaned  to  patients  resident  in  the 
following  districts  : — 

Middleton  Tyas,  Bedale,  Catterick,  Whitby,  Bowes,  Hutton  Gate,  Snape,  Cotherstone, 
Claxton,  Stockton-on-Forest,  Osmotherley,  Wigginton,  Redcar,  Castleton  and  New

Artificial  Sunlight  Therapy. 

12  patients  involving  722  attendances  were  given  treatment  by  Artificial  Sunlight.  In 
all  cases  considerable  benefit  followed. 


Surgical  Appliances. 

In  necessitous  cases  appliances  are  provided. 

Home  Nursing  of  Tuberculosis  Cases. 

To  assist  the  domiciliary  treatment  of  cases  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis,  financial 
assistance  is  given  to  the  Stockton  and  Thornaby  District  Nursing  Association  in  return  for 
the  services  of  their  nurses  to  patients  resident  within  the  Borough  of  Thornaby-on-Tees. 

Home  Visiting  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers. 

In  an  area  so  scattered  as  the  North  Riding,  there  are  cases  resident  too  far  from  a 
dispensary  to  permit  attendances,  consequently  such  cases  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers — the  number  of  home  visits  made  during  1935  was  429,  as  compared  with  701  in  1934. 
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Home  Visiting  and  following  up  Work. 

The  Health  Visitors  undertake  the  work  along  with  their  other  duties.  A  “  following 
up  ”  card  is  made  for  each  case  attending  the  dispensary  ;  the  nurse  takes  instructions  from 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  visits  and  makes  such  enquiry  as  is  necessary — the  record  is 
submitted  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  who  decides  the  future  action  (if  any)  which  is  needed. 
1,886  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  1935.  There  are  certain  patients  whom 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  prefers  should  not  be  visited  by  the  nurse,  they  are  kept  under 
observation  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  himself. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

This  is  distributed  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers,  to  the  patients  actually  in  need  of  such, 
as  a  part  of  the  treatment — it  is  not  given  as  a  measure  of  relief.  The  amount  expended  during 
1935  was  £884  4s.  Id.,  as  compared  with  £756  4s.  5d.  in  1934. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

Public  Health  Act  (Section  26),  1925. 

No  action  was  called  for  under  the  above  during  the  year. 

The  first  aims  at  the  prohibition  of  tuberculous  patients,  in  an  infective  state,  taking 
any  part  in  the  milk  supply — the  second  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  and  detention 
in  a  hospital  of  infective  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  where  isolation  at  home  cannot  be 
arranged.
